‘Taking part in the 
tournament were Feyenoord (Hol- 
land), Curacao, Aruba, Surinam 
and Colombia. 

In 1946 he went along with an 
RCA — Jong Holland — Holandia 
combination to Colombia. That 
same year, in our sister island, he 
represented Curacao against Dia- 
blo Rojo. 

In 1947, the Surinamers on the 
island organized an excursion to 
Surinam, taking along their foot- 
ball team *”Voorwaarts” and 
Speen” Linscheer’s orchestra.
